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GHS/OCD Host Contests for National Preparedness Month

Throughout the month of September, Guam will join the nation in celebrating National Preparedness Month
(NPM) and promoting the importance of planning and preparing for man-made and natural disasters such as
typhoons, earthquakes, tsunamis, and floods. This year’s NPM theme is, “Prepare to Protect. Preparing for
disasters is protecting everyone you love.”

The NPM Weekly Themes are as follows:

e Week 1 September 1-4: Make a Plan: Talk to your friends and family about how you will communicate
before, during, and after a disaster. Make sure to update your plan based on the Centers for Disease
Control recommendations due to the coronavirus.

e Week 2 September 5-11: Build a Kit: Gather supplies that will last for several days after a disaster for
everyone living in your home. Don’t forget to consider the unique needs each person or pet may have in
case you have to evacuate quickly. Update your kits and supplies based on recommendations by the
Centers for Disease Control.

e Week 3 September 12-18: Low-Cost, No-Cost Preparedness: Limit the impacts that disasters have on
you and your family. Know the risk of disasters in your area. Learn how to make your home stronger in
the face of storms and other common hazards. Check your insurance coverage to make sure it is up-to-
date.

e Week 4 September 20-26: Teach Youth about Preparedness: Talk to your kids about preparing for
emergencies and what to do in case you are separated. Reassure them by providing information about
how they can get involved.

The Offices of Guam Homeland Security and Civil Defense (GHS/OCD) will host contests throughout NPM for
Guam based schools, with opportunities to win emergency preparedness kits at the end of the month.

WHO MAY JOIN — Any student enrolled in any Guam based elementary school or day care.
Categories:
1) Head Start, K-5, and 1st grade
2) 2nd and 3rd grade
3) 4th and 5th grade
POSTER SPECIFICATIONS
e Overall dimensions shall be letter size, 8.5°°x11°’, card stock or illustration board. Poster must be no
thicker than 1/2 an inch.
e Stenciled, traced, computer generated or commercially manufactured stick-on lettering or graphics are
prohibited.

e Crayons, markers, coloring pencils, paint, and pens are acceptable drawing mediums.
e Construction paper and glue may be used.
e Poster will be hung on a wall; all props are to stick to the poster.
e Posters must incorporate pandemic safety and preparedness.
o One entry per student.
o Posters must have the following hashtags in their poster: #GuamNPM, #ReadyGU, #NatlPrep,
and #PlanAhead
o Parents/guardians are encouraged to visit ready.gov (http://www.ready.gov/make-a-plan) for some
contributing ideas.
o Parents/guardians should not complete the poster board for the children, rather, help them
formulate ideas.
o Posters will be judged on originality, the focus on the emergency preparedness themes, and the
creativity of the poster.

WHO MAY JOIN — Any student enrolled in any Guam based middle school (6th— 8th grade).
POSTER SPECIFICATIONS
e Overall dimensions shall be Legal Size (8.5 x 14°’) on cardstock paper, poster or illustration board.
e Stenciled, traced, computer generated or commercially manufactured stick-on lettering or graphics are
prohibited.
e Markers, coloring pencils, and pens are acceptable drawing mediums.
e Posters must incorporate:
o Week 2 Theme: Build a Kit OR Week 3 Theme: Low-Cost, No-Cost Preparedness.
o Pandemic safety and preparedness information, tips, or graphics.
e Comic Strip must have no less than two panels.
e Posters must have the following hashtags in their artwork: #GuamNPM, #ReadyGU, #NatlPrep , and
#PrepareNow
e Parents/guardians are encouraged to visit https://www.ready.gov/plan for some contributing ideas.
e Parents/guardians should not complete the poster board for the children, rather, help them formulate
ideas.

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High School Video Contest
WHO MAY JOIN — Any enrolled in any Guam based high school (9th — 12th grade).
VIDEO GUIDELINES AND SPECIFICATIONS
e An individual or a group of no more than 3 may submit a digital video.
e Digital video submissions should be at least 3 minutes (180 seconds) and not to exceed 8 minutes (480
seconds).
e All entries must begin or end with a full-screen slide that includes the following information:
o Title of video
o Individual names and grades of those involved in the video.
o School name
o Name of teacher
e Digital videos must incorporate two or more of the following weekly themes: Make a Plan, Build a Kit,
Low-Cost, No-Cost Preparedness, or Teach Youth about Preparedness.
e Videos must have the following hashtags in their video: #GuamNPM, #NatlPrep, #ReadyGU, and
#PlanAhead
e Students, Parents and guardians are encouraged to visit ready.gov (http://www.ready.gov/make- a-plan)
for some contributing ideas.
e Parents/guardians should not complete the video for the student, rather, help them formulate ideas.
e Videos will be judged on originality, the focus on the emergency preparedness theme, and creativity.

WHO MAY JOIN — Any person currently residing on Guam with an Instagram account. Participants under 18
must have authorization from their parents by emailing mar.espinosa@ghs.guam.gov.
SPECIFICATIONS
e Posts must be the users’ original artwork, picture, or video of themselves (i.e. carrying disaster outreach
materials, building a plan, practicing the earthquake drill, etc.).
e Posts must have all hashtags in their caption: #GuamNPM, #NatlPrep, #ReadGU, and #PlanAhead
e Post must tag @guamhomelandsecurity on their image and caption on Instagram.
e Users must follow @guamhomelandsecurity or have their Instagram set to “Public” for judges to view
their post.
e Participants may win up to two times for the Island Wide Instagram Contest.
e Participants may post a maximum of two times for the same week.
e Participants are encouraged to visit ready.gov (http://www.ready.gov/make-a-plan) for some
contributing ideas.
e Posts will be judged on originality of post, the focus on the weekly emergency preparedness theme, and
the creativity of the post and caption.
IDENTIFICATION - All entries must have their posts and accounts public between September 1 to
September 29.
DEADLINE - All entries must be posted by the end of each category week.
e Category 1: Make a Plan. Deadline: 5pm, September 4
e Category 2: Build a Kit. Deadline: 5pm, September 11
e Category 3: Low-Cost, No-Cost Preparedness. Deadline: 5pm, September 18
e Category 4: Teach Youth about Preparedness. Deadline: 5pm, September 26
WINNERS — Winners for each category will be recognized and presented with Preparedness Kits.
